he claimed a virtual cessation 
of offences involving kiosks 
and the restoration of effective- 
IY a 100 per cent call-box 
service in the city.

He won a reputation for 
trying to find work for unem- 
ployed defendants and earned 
himself the tile of “the job- 
hunters’ judge”. 

He tangled with the Estab- 
lishment once too often, though, 
when he made a speech to law 
students in Nottingham which 
he evidenıly thought would not 
be reported. He said judges 
should be empowered to im- 
pose death sentences in cases 
carrying penalties of more 
than 15 years, and suggested 
that there were more than five 
million illegal immigrants in 
Britain. Lord Havers, the Lord 
Chancellor, severely repriman- 
ded him in July 1987 and in 


October Argyle announced 
that he would retire the follow- 
ing July. 


He was proud of his mem- 
bership of the Carlton, Cav- 
alry and Guards, and Kennel 
Clubs.

The paper 
said that, after interviewing 
his halfsister and examining 
baptismal records, it believed 
that he might be of Italian 
descent. Cody vigorously de- 
nied this slur, 

His wife, Bertha Parker 
Cody, died in 1978. He is 
survived by one son.
